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THE NATIONSL POLICY. 


The Province in its eastern corres. 
pondence says: ‘Additional evidence 
is forthcoming daily that the manu- 
facturers, merchants and business men 
generally, of Ontario, are not by any 
manner of means so strongly attached 
to the national policy as the conserva- 
tive leaders and press would have the 
electors believe. On every liberal 
platform in Ontario leading manu- 
facturers are denouncing this policy, 
which the Tupperites so voviferously 
proclaim io be Canada’s only salvation. 
Lhave already cited the names of a few 
of the many manufacturing concerns, 
whose heads are entirely in aceord with 
the Hon. Wilfrid Laurier’s trade policy. 
I could greatly extend the list. In 
every place I sisit I find a strong 
sentiment in favor of a readjustment of 
the tariff. Very many of the progres- 
sive manufacturers with whom I have 
come in ccntact attribute to the national 
policy the present dullnessin trade and 
give excellent :easons for this belief. 
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THE ,HUDSON BAY RAILWAY. 


Toronto Week: The territory be- 
tween Hudson Bay and the Rocky 
Mountains may, before long, make it- 
self felt commercially and politically. 
The advocates of the Hudson Bay rail- 
way, among whom we must now class 
Sir Charles Tupper, cannot too soon in- 
form the Canadian people of the facts 
on which they base their claim to 
public support. If the scheme is 
feasible, if the road can be made to pay 
during four-or five months of the year 
enough to provide for the idleness of 
the rest of the seven or eight months, 
if there is any local traffic to be carried 
now or in the immediate or even 
reasonably near future, all these ‘‘ifs ” 
being removed the subject would be 
open for consideration. The project 
has not hitherto been confided to 
parties in whom the public has unlimit- 
ed confidence. If the government takes 
it up we may expect enlightenment. 
The railway, if built, might expect to 
secure a transcontinental or through 
traffic similar to that of the C. P.R. 
Where its local traffic is to come from 
is very difficult to see. The proper 
route of the road is another difficult 
problem. Should it run south to Win- 
nipeg or southwest via Calgary? The 
shores of Hudson Bay are shallow and 
there is apparently only one possible 
terminus for the road, namely, the 
mouth of the Nelson River. We in- 
vite our western correspondents to 
furnish us with information on the 
questions we have raised above, as it is 
evident that in the near future accurate 
information will be eagerly sought 
after. 
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FREE TRADE BRITAIN.. 


Hear the West Sussex Gazette on 
free trade Britain: ‘This year’s bud- 
get—the annval statement of the na- 
tion’s housekeeping—is the most won- 
deful the country has ever seen.

DEBTS AND TAXES. 


The interest on*the Dominion pub- 
lic debt costs the taxpayers $1,000 an 
hour at the present time—the net debt 
being now $253,000,000, as compared 
with $140,000,000 when, ihe liberal 
government of Hon. Alexander Mac- 
kenzie left office in 1878. In 1873, 
the year before Mr. Mackenzie took 
office, Mr. Tilley, the conservative 
finance minister, announced that the 
government had then entered upon 
public works which would require that 
the debt of the country be increased by 
sixty millions of dollars. Mr. Tilley 
estimated that ‘the added charge for 
these works, which Mr. Mackenzie was 
bound to carry on, would be $7,3000,- 
000 a year. Now, let us ses how the 
Mackenzie government managed it. 
In 1874, the first year after Mr. Mac- 
kenzie took hold, the expenditure of 
the Dominion was $23,316,316; in 
1879, the last year that the liberals 
held office, the expenditure had only 
been increased to $23,508,158—an in- 
crease for the term of only $186,842. 
Since 1878, the high tax party has 
held power. They have increased the 
expenditure from $23,503,e58 in that 
year to $38,132,005 last year. This 
year about $40,000,000 was asked for 
by the government, and was refused by 
parliament at the recent extra session. 
The people will have to settle whether 
in these times the government was 
warranted iz. steadily piling up these 
taxation burdens. The customs taxes 
collected for five years by .the Mac- 
kenzie government amounted to $94,-| 
299,083. The customs taxes collected 
for tive years fron: 1889 to 1894, under 
the men now on trial by the electors, 
amounted to $147,247,423. The ex- 
cess under conservative rule for a five- 
year period amounted to the enormous 
sum of $53,048,340. It is proved 
from these official returs (1) that the 
comparatively small increase in the 
national debt made by the Mackenzie 
government was necessitated by nation- 
al obligations—such as the building of 
the Intercolonial railway and the 
widening and deepening of the canals— 
entered into by conservative predeces- 
sors ; (2) that there was practically no 
increase in the expenditures for manage- 
ment of public affairs while the liberals 
were in power; and (3) that both the 
public debt and the annual expenditures 
have been enormously increased in the 
high tax period now drawing to a 
close. And before now it bas been 
proved conclusively that millions of

QUALIFICATION FOR VOTERS. 


Every male person is entitled to vote 
whe is not an Indian, but is a British sub- 
ject, either by birth. or by naturalization, of 


the Northwest Territories for at least one 
year immediately preceding the date of the 
writ of election, April 24th, 1896,- and in 
the district of Alberta at least three months 
immediately prior to the same date. It is 
not necessary to be a householder or have 
any property qualification, but in order to 
vote anmian must have resided in the Ter- 
ritories from the 24th April, 1895, to the 
24th, Apri!, 1896, and in Alberta from the 
24th January, 1896, to the 24:h April, 1896, 
No person can vote whose name is not on 
the list of voters prepared by the enumerat- 
or. The law has been changed, in this re- 
spect. since last election. An enumerator 
appointed by returning officer prepares a 
list of voters in each polling divisien and 
posts up two copies of such iist in public 

laces within the polling divison eight days 

fore polling day (viz. June 15th.) Appli- 
cation may be made to the enumerator any 
time up to June 20th, by any credible per- 
son ‘to have new names added or names 
struck off or corrections made in the descrip- 
tion of voters, and the enumerator, if satis- 
fied of the justice of the application shall 
make the required alterations. No one 
whether properly qualified or not can vote 
if his name is not on the voters’ list as certi- 
fied by the enumerator on June 20th. . 

Any British born subject who has been to 
the United States or any other foreign 
country and beconie naturalized there, must 
take out naturalization papers here before 
he will be entitled to vote.

VICTORIA DISASTER. 


Speaking of the Victoria disaster the 
Province says: Recollections of the Queen’s 
Birthday this year will hardly fade from the 
memory of those who participated in its 
celebration for the festivities were’ brought 
to an awful and tragic end. 

Shortly after two in the afternoor. of 
Tuesday, 26th inst., as people were making 
their way in crowds to witness the sham 
fight at Macauley Point, the Point Ellice 
bridge collapsed, carrying with it into the 
waters of the Victoria Arm a tram-car 
loaded with passengers, two carriages, a 
bicyclist, and several pedestrians passing 
over it; crushing also as it fell, a pleasure 
boat with its occupants passing under it. 

In all fifty-five persons, men, women and 
children, lost their live, being either drown- 
ed or killed by falling timbers, That the 
loss of life, deplorable though it be, was not 
infinitely greater affords cause for deep 
thankfulness. Some of the escapes, notably 
those from, the very centre of the sunkén 
car, crammed, as it was with people, who 
must, one and all, have been struggling 
frantically for life, were almost miraculous. 
Fortunately help was instantly available, 
doctors were telephoned for and all possible 
efforts made to resuscitate those recovered 
from the water. Inno less than nine in- 
stances, as we learn, with success. Some 
thirty people met with injuries more 
or less severe so that the list of killed and 
wounded totals over eighty,
